810 Newchwang Roac., for registration, enquiries 
show that this is an old organiZation which was 
formed in January, 1916, for the purpose of 
promoting travelling. Prior to the outbreak of 
Seas in 1937, the Group had a membership 
f of 4,500 and had branches at Fangchow, Wusieh 
io Chinkiang. Owing to the impossibility of 
travelling in China consequent uron the war, the 
membership has shrunk to some 50 persons. The 
Group has three sections still functioning however,
